Judge to reduce Watergate sentences 


WASHINGTON <UPI> - Judge 
John J Sirica said today he would 
reduce sentences of up to 40 years he 
previously imposed on E. Howard 
Hunt and four other men who 
pleaded guilty to the Watergate 
burglary 
Sirica, chief judge of the U.S. 
District Court for the District of 
Columbia, said that forcing them to 
serve long terms "would not only be 
unwarranted but unjust.” 
At a brief court hearing, that

appears 
to 
be 
a 
widespread 
misunderstanding" 
about 
the 
temporary, maximum sentence he 
gave the five men. the judge noted 
he would be lenient in determining 
their final punishment. 
Sirica gave no indication when the 
final sentences would be imposed, 
noting that all five had asked to 
withdraw guilty pleas they made 


last January shortly after their trial 
began. 


Sirica sentenced the men, Hunt, 
Bernard 
L. 
Barker, 
Frank 
A 
Sturgis, Virgilio R Gonzalez and 
Eugenio R Martinez to provisional, 
maximum terms of up to 40 years in 
prison last March He stressed then 
that their final sentences would 
depend on the cooperation they gave 
to Watergate investigators 
He declared 
"It was never my 


intention—and again I repeat with 
emphasis—that 
the 
maximum 
terms of the provisional sentences 


should become the terms of the final 
sentences. In this case, such a 
disposition 
would 
not 
only 
be 
unwarranted but unjust "

Source of report denied

White House said today Attorney 
General Elliot L. Richardson has 
denied that Henry E. Petersen was 
the source of a report that the 
Justice Department had enough 
evidence to convict Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew. 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren told reporters that the 
White House initiated a telephone 
call 
to 
Richardson 
concerning 
Agnew’s allegation that Petersen, 
assistant 
attorney general, 
was 
responsible 
for 
news 
leaks 
concerning charges that the vice 
president was involved in a kickback 
scheme while Maryland governor. 
Agnew, while not referring to 
Petersen by name, made clear who 


he was talking about Saturday in 
condemning 
“ m alicious 
and 
outrageous” news leaks. 
Petersen 
had 
been 
quoted 
previously 
by 
CBS 
as 
saying, 
"W e’ve got the evidence. We’ve got 
it cold.’’ 
Warren said Richardson told the 
White House that Petersen had not 
talked to any of the news media 
concerning the Agnew case. 
"In conversations this morning, 
the attorney general assured the 
White House that Petersen was not 
the source of the story reported on 
CBS,” Warren said. 
Warren also was asked about an 
article 
in 
Newsweek 
magazine 
saying J. Fred Buzhardt, White 
House counsel, tried to get Agnew to 


resign in exchange for being allowed 
to plead guilty to a minor charge. 
Warren 
acknowledged 
that 
Buzhardt played a "go-between” 
role 
in 
negotiations 
between 
Agnew’s 
lawyers and 
Justice 
Department attorneys concerning 
the allegations against the vice 
president. 
But Warren declined to confirm or 
deny the Newsweek report that 
Buzhardt suggested 
that Agnew 
resign. 
Richardson said Sept. 25 that 
negotiations 
had 
taken 
place 
between 
Agnew’s 
lawyers 
and 
himself but they were not fruitful 


and he decided to let evidence go 
before a federal grand jury in 
Baltimore. 


Sales tax down, but not for long 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — The yo-yo state sales 
tax, which went up a penny on the dollar three 
months ago, dropped a cent today—but the tax 
break won’t last long. 
The idea is to lower the sales tax for six 
months as a method to return part of the state’s 
bulging surplus to taxpayers. 
For most Californians, the sales tax respite 
means paying five instead of six cents on the 
dollar. In counties served by the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit District (Contra Costa, Alameda and San 
Francisco) the reduction is from 6 Vfe to 5 W 
cents. 
But the sales tax will jump up again to six 
cents on April Fool’s Day, unless the legislature 
and Gov. Ronald Reagan decide to reduce the 
tax permanently — which appears unlikely. 
The temporary reprieve will mean a $350 
million savings by consumers on sales taxes paid 


for everything from beer to baseballs. 
Another big chunk of the record $826 million 
surplus will be eaten up in April when income 
taxpayers can claim rebates on their 1973 
returns. 
The reason for the up-down sales tax was a 
summer-long squabble between Reagan and 
Democrats over how best to dispose of the 
surplus. The one cent hike went into effect 
automatically July 1 when they could not reach 
agreement. 
When the legislature returned from a summer 
recess, Democrats decided to accept a plan 
proposed by Reagan which granted a six-month 
decrease in the sales tax, starting today. 


The sales tax hike originally was voted by the 
legislature to finance the state’s new property 
tax relief and school finance program. 


Study calls for interim 
improvements to sewer plant

Act Three of a legal interlude 
centered 
around 
proposed 
improvements 
to 
Lom poc’s 
substandard wastewater treatment 
system will take place tomorrow 
night, before the City Council in City 
Hall at 7:30 p.m. 
The 
issues 
are 
economic 
opportunity, housing, environmental 
pollution and, in the wings, the 
limits of growth. 
It will open as City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers introduces a "load 
augmentation study” on the interim 
work 
prepared 
by 
Brown 
and 
Caldwell Inc., engineers who will 
build Lompoc’s regional wastewater 
system by 1976. 
The study recommends that the 
city invest in $200,000 worth of 
interim system improvements, to be 
done in two months, if it intends to 
issue many new building permits 
before 
the * larger 
system 
is 
complete. To overload the present 
system, now operating at 20 per cent 
over capacity, could call down state 
action or a suit outlawing any new 
sewer connections here, the report 
adds. 
' But antagonists will likely square 
off again over the question of 
whether 
or 
not 
the 
interim 


improvements themselves require 
an environmental impact review 
under the California Environmental 
Quality Act, a consequence sure to 
prolong a standing moratorium on 
all but new single family and small 
commercial 
sewage 
connections 
issued by the council on Sept. 4, to 
last until completion of the interim 
work. 


On that early September council 
meeting, attorney Bruce Sharpe, 
speaking for Homeowners Security 
Alliance, a northeast area citizens 
group, held that the review is indeed 
required. The environmental impact 
of the improvements, he contended, 
was 
that, 
1) 
they 
were 
only 
conceived to promote city growth 
beyond reasonable environmental 
limits and, 2) that they would 
release chemical pollutants into the 
water table 
Sharpe’s contentions were met 
with incredulity and at that same 
meeting the council voted 5-0 to pass 
resolution 
2305 
authorizing 
the 
purchase of $31,000 in equipment for 
the interim improvements - without 
the environmental review. 
But on the succeeding council 
meeting, Sept. 18, City Attorney 
James Longtin, though he said he 
doubted the interim work qualified 


as a "project” under the law, 
recommended that the council hold 
fire on the equipment purchase until 
it was in possession of the Brown 
and Caldwell study on the interim 
system. 


He 
recommended 
the council 
treat this engineering study as an 
EIR . to satisfy any possible legal 
requirement. The council complied 
in both respects. 


Though the load augmentation 
study to be presented tomorrow 
night does predict the use of 
ch em ical 
coagu lants, 
and 
specifically a compound of chlorine, 
in the interim improvements, it 
neither deals with the extent or 
severity of the chemical addition to 
the water table or the probable 
amount to which the work will 
induce further growth. 
There is, though, an indication 
that the interim work will allow the 
treatment system to "meet its 
discharge 
requirements” 
while 
accepting more hook-ups. 
Whether Sharpe will accept the 
load augmentation study as an E IS 
under the CEQA tomorrow night is 
doubtful. That the legal drama 
might move into a fourth stanza 
when Longtin returns next meeting, 
Oct. 16, is probable. 


Warren said Nixon’s lawyers were

willing to use the paring knife 
selectively, the Senate turned its 
attention to an across-the-board 
slash in the Pentagon’s annual 
weapons authorization bill today. 
Observers both in and out of the 
administration were watching the 
voting as a test of the willingness of 
Congress to hold down government 
spending to curb inflation. 


Democrats who voted extra funds 
for domestic programs earlier this 
year had vowed to make up for it by 
cutting military spending. But in 
nine votes taken so far on individual 
weapons, the Senate has left each 
intact, including a new aircraft 
carrier and the Trident missile 
submarine. 


The Senate has in fact ballooned 
the Armed Services Committee’s 
request by adding $500 million for 
the Navy’s F14 fighter and pension 
increases that could cost $16 billion 
over the years. 


Taking an overall rather than 
piecemeal approach, Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., has proposed 
an amendment to cut the bill’s $21.9 
billion money total by $750 million 
Senate Democratic Whip Robert C. 
Byrd, suggested an alternative $500 
million cut.

With all but 63 acres m four srr all 
parcels at last procured, the city’s 
Santa Ynez River Wilderness Park, 
first conceived in 1964 before the 
Lompoc Dam project was shelved, 
is edging toward fruition. 
Development plans haven’t been 
formalized, nor has development 
financing, 
though 
the prospects 
appear good But there will be room 
in the rambling, 250 acre preserve 
for 
many 
proposed 
facilities 
including a motorcycle racing area, 
a pistol range, equestrian and hiking 
trails and confined, lawned areas 
for picnicking. 
Also proposed for this and other 
city parks is a portable stage, 
complete with lighting and public 
address systems, and a portable 
restroom 
Some 95 per cent of the River 
Park, which snakes north from 
south 
of 
Highway 
246 
toward 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road, is within 
the 1969 flood plain and unsuitable 
for permanent development which 
could soon become transitory in 
another flood winter. 


A 2.81 acre parcel of the park was 
donated to the city recent!\ by 
Grefco, Inc. 


But the ’69 floods also bore a 
blessing They reduced the value of 
the land within the already budgets 
park, leaving some $50,000 of the 
original purchase grant money aftet 
procurement, some of which may be 
usable 
for 
certain 
types 
of 
development 


Funded 75 per cent by grants from 
the federal open space program and 
the California State Park Bond Act 
of 1964 (which chipped in $51,000). 
the 
River 
Park 
could 
also 
conceivably 
benefit 
from 
the 
Z’Berg-Collier Park Bond Act of 
1974. if it passes as Proposition One 
in the June. 1974 primary election 


Though the federal administrative 
thicket is dense. City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers says that 
initial 
federal reaction has been favorable 
to channeling part of the left over 
$50,000 into the purchase of a 
protable "showmobile" stage (24 by 
35 feet) with sound and lights 
included, as well as to the purchase

Buzhardt was the top negotiator in a

Justice 
Department and Agnew’s aides to 
an 
agreement 
that 
included 
a 
resignation. 
Negotiations 
were 
needed, 
Newsweek said, because the Justice 
Department was demanding Agnew 
resign and plead guilty to a charge 
that could put him in jail for six 


months. 
But 
Agnew’s attorneys 
wanted 
immunity 
for the vice 
president 
in 
exchange 
for 
his 
cooperation in the investigation. 
Newsweek said 
The negotiations were in two 
phases, according to the magazine 
The first round began Sept 11 and 
concerned procedural matters and 
the impact on the nation of any 
constitutional crisis a confrontation 
might bring 
Newsweek said it was in the 
second 
round of talks between 
Buzhardt and Agnew’s attorneys, 
from Sept 19 to Sept 21, that plea 
bargaining and the possibility of a 
vice presidential resignation took 
place 
But 
"there 
were 
never true 
negotiations,’ 
the magazine said

products, 
the degree of 
injury 
and number 
of 
accidents involving children 
under 
10 
put 
the 
two- 
wheelers at the top of the 
list. 
The commission 
began 
operations early this year 
with a broad mandate from 
Congress to crack down on 
unsafe 
merchandise. 
Its 
figures 
were 
based 
on 
computer data fed on a daily 
basis 
from 
119 hospital 
emergency rooms. 


The 
study 
noted 
recommendations 
of 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration, which used 
to have responsibility for 
consumer products, urging 
prohibition 
of 
high-rise 
handlebars, requiring better 
reflectors 
and 
imposing 
higher standards of frame 
construction 


The commission has no 
authority over cars, but the 
list’s standards would have 
made automobiles the third 
most hazardous product. 


The supervisors, harassed by a work load 
that is growing constantly while their part- 
time salaries are barely in excess of $14,000 
annually, 
took 
a 
final 
look 
at 
the 
impressive 
stack 
of 
applications 
for 
assessed valuation reductions, and decided 
this is the year to delegate this major chore 
to other hands 
County Assessor William Cook said the 
total of applications received prior to the 
Aug 27 deadline this year is “ about three 
times more than ever before.” 


The supervisors called on the county 
counsel’s office to draft an ordinance 
designating an appeals board — with 
alternates — for consideration today 
Even 
should 
the 
supervisors 
take 


ordinance, it would presumably take a 
number of weeks to name a board and have 
it become operational, Cook showed 
He 
said 
his office 
has made no 
recommendation one way or the other 
regarding an appeals board 
The extra heavy filing of petitions reflect 
the water and sewer moratoriums imposed 
by South Coast special districts and sewer 
use limitations within the city of Santa 
Barbara, 
Other restrictions on land use imposed 
by Proposition 20, the coastal initiative, 
have cuased landowners to ask for reduced 
assessed valuation on the grounds they 
cannot develop their property or sell at 
relatively quick action to approve the values, prior to the moratoriums 


Cook said he hopes that if the special 
board is named that it will meet "at least 
two times a week and maybe three times ” 
In other years, the supervisors have 
begun hearings as the equalization board in 
the fall, but have met only weekly and thus 
hearings have gone into the next calendar 
at times Late decisions mean the existing 
value goes on the assessment rolls, and the 
rolls have to be changed later 


Assessor staff time which normally 
would go to review of current problems has 
been consumed by the lengthy period or 
hearings conducted by the supervisors, 
Cook declared, in adding he hoped staff 
time before an appeals board could be 
expedited

Supreme Court 
opens important 
new term 


WASHINGTON (U P I> - The Supreme Court today 
formally opened a new term that may include momentous 
rulings on President Nixon's stand on the Watergate tapes 
and grand jury action against Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew. 
Neither the Watergate nor the Agnew cases was on the 
prospective docket, the court's largest ever, but they are 
before lower courts and could come up for high court 
review early in the session 
As is customary, the opening day of the court’s 1973-74 
term was entirely ritualistic. The only business was the 
introduction of Robert M 
Bork as new U.S. solicitor 
general and admission of attorneys to practice before the 
Supreme Court 
The main constitutional issue developing over Watergate 
is whether Nixon can claim executive privilege in refusing 
to give Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox and the Senate 
Watergate committee his taped conversations with aides 
and others about Watergate 
The dispute is now being considered by the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia 
Agnew raised another constitutional issue in an effort to 
block a federal grand jury in Baltimore from proceeding 
with its inquiry into charges of bribery and kickbacks 
against him while he was a county executive and governor 
of Maryland 
His attorneys have filed suit at the federal district court 
level in Baltimore, claiming that no court criminal action 
can be instituted against him while he is still vice president. 


Except for a suit by Georgia, challenging President 
Nixon’s impoundment of funds apropriated by Congress, 
the appeals so far pending do not ask the court to break new 
constitutiional ground. Instead, the docket deals mostly 
with refining the law on racial, religious, women’s rights 
and various criminal issues.

Oswald: “ We have had so 
many questions about the Jaco­ 
by transfer bid that some arti­ 
cles on it should be appropri­ 
ate.” 
Jim : “ Dave C arter of St. 
Louis was the first man to con­ 
ceive the transfer idea. It is not 
certain who started two-level 
transfers, but there is no ques­ 
tion that you developed the bid 
and are responsible for its 
great popularity.” 
Oswald: “ I am inclined to 
think the bid made itself popu­ 
lar. It is artificial but is so easy 
to learn that anyone can use it 
and profit from its use. Today's 
hand is a good example. Either 
North or South will have no 
trouble making four spades and 
if declarer stops to ruft one of 
North’s diamonds with one of 
South’s three trum ps he will 
make an overtrick at his four- 
spade contract.” 
Jim: “The problem is how to 
get there after the no-trump 
opening. It is easy with Jacoby 
transfer. North’s two-heart bid 
guarantees at least five spades 
and asks South to bid spades. 
South does this and North re ­ 
bids to two no-trump. He has 
told partner that he holds at 
least five spades, 8, 9 or maybe 
10 high card points and a bal­ 
anced hand.” 
Oswald: “ South has a near 
maximum no-trump with good 
spades and jumps to the spade 
game. With a minimum he 
might pass or bid three spades. 
With poorer spades he might 
bid three no-trump ’’

What good old days?

(Note. Today’s column is written by Joanne.) 


“ Let’s go back to the good old days.” says Lew in his col­ 
umn, questioning the importance of non-sexism literature in 
our schools. 
He lists hunger, health care, housing, unemployment and 
rejection of the elderly as much more important issues In­ 
deed they are important issues, but not, I think, unrelated to 
the question of sex stereotyping. 
The basic question is whether or not we can develop self 
esteem, integrity and compassion in children who have wit­ 
nessed grown-ups, from parents to the President, err on the 
side of conformity, duplicity and indifference. 
The traditional school texts and primers have been unreal­ 
istic and discouraging to the self esteem of many groups — 
Poles, Italians. Jews, Blacks, Spanish Americans, Indian 
Americans and most women. 
Is it more damaging to spin the cowboy-good guy, Indian- 
bad guy yarn, or to include a line in a text such as: 
I didn't 
think a girl could be so clever?” Is it more harmful to ex­ 
clude Slavic, Jewish, Oriental contributions to American his­ 
tory. to distort issues such as slaverv or Indian subjugation, 
or is it worse to implv that women are dangerous, untrust­ 


worthy creatures0 As one text states: “ When you mix the 
clay to make a woman, mix in guile and cunning, a shame­ 
less and deceitful nature." 
One New Orleans school official claimed that action on 
sex-stereotvping is being preempted by racial issues. This is 
difficult to understand. It a textbook or reader is being rede­ 
signed and rewritten to include Blacks, why couldn t the sex- 
stereotyping be changed at the same time? 
And while the publishers are about it, why couldn’t they 
put in a few exam ples of Italian Am ericans who are not 
home eating spaghetti; Chinese Americans who do not cook 
for big. white. Bonanza-type Westerners; German Ameri­ 
cans. and Jewish Americans who are not delicatessen own­ 
ers? 
Making these changes cannot be damaging to White Prot­ 
estant male Americans. I think they can only have m ore 
regard for a school which presents people as they encounter 
them in real life. 
The recognition of women who teach, practice law and 
m edicine, work in factories, as well as women who stay 
home to clean, cook and sew. give growing girls a choice of 
acceptable role models. 
A student who sees that she has no future outside of the 
kitchen is not likely to take an interest in creative solutions 
to our social problems. 
Textbook publishers and school officials can work fcmd in 
hand to heighten the self-esteem of Blacks, white ethnic 
minorities. Orientals. Indians. Chicanos and female students 
(who together comprise a majority» or they can continue to 
depict American society as a monolithic, instead of pluralis­ 
tic culture in which white American males whose ancestors 
cam e over on the Mayflower run a smooth, problem -free 
society. 
No. Lew. let’s not go back to the good old days which were 
golden for only relatively a few Americans. 
Lets go forward to the good new days where all of us have 
a chance to fight evil with silver bullets — Tonto and the 
Lone Ranger and all the squaws.

Neither was it revealed if the bodies were found inside the 
plane.

The campaign focuses on

diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus. The federal 
government 
is 
providing 
publicity and coordination. 
Most of the immunization 
would be by private doctors 
or state and local health 
groups. 
The campaign’s goals are

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Weather cycle bringing drought to Pacific? 


“You COULD say I’m dieting My doctor has taken me off 
desserts and my banker has taken me off steaks!" 


Will Rogers 
of outer space 


COTTAGE GROVE, Ore. (U PI) -The late American 
humorist Will Rogers would have liked the way the 
astronaut from his old home town of Claremore, Okla., tells 
the space story. 
Stuart Roosa fills the void as Will Rogers might have, had 
he not died in a plane crash in 1935. 
An evening with Lt. Col. Roosa, command pilot of Apollo 
14, offers opportunity to learn about all the things you 
wanted to know about going to the moon but never got the 
chance to ask. 
The red-haired, mustashed pilot who speaks with the 
southwestern twang of an Oklahoman who’s picked up some 
Texan while living around Houston, starts off his discussion 
with a bit of a ramble. Then he notes that he’s probably a lot 
like “ Zsa Zsa Gabor’s fifth husband—I know why I ’m here 
and what I’m supposed to do. My problem is how to keep it 
interesting.” 
His talk is scheduled for 25 minutes, but he goes for two 


hours, and says, “ I quit when I see the first guy nod. 
Among some of his space quips: 
“ You’ve heard of the supersonic transport, the SST? 
Well, In NASA we discovered on our trip to the moon we 
had an SSJ —Supersonic John.” 
“ You know, after you make a few talks you learn to size 
up your audience pretty well,” he told a meeting of 
newspaper editors here recently. 
“ A group like yours wants to know what I think about the 


cost of the space program. College youngsters ask whether 


we should be going to the moon or feeding the hungry, and 
I ’ll answer that. High schoolers ask how to become an 
astronaut. Grade schoolers ask if Star Trek’ is real. 
“ But the junior high kids have the toughest questions. 


First, they want to know how you go to the bathroom in 
space.” 
Roosa said he wouldn’t answer that query, and he didn’t, 
but his story line turned immediately to, “ Things float out 
there, you know. Even a gin and tonic can come right out of 
the glass if you had one and just float around in droplets.'' 
He also gave some perspective about speed at reentry: 
“ A bullet from a high powered rifle goes 3,000 feet a 
second. We hit the atmosphere doing about 36,000 feet a 
second. That’s right out of Superman—faster than a speed­ 
ing bullet.” 
, He thinks a poet or writer should go on a space flight 
soon. 
“ We really do a poor job of describing the situation. Here 
we are up there and the world is waiting to hear us tell 
about our sensations. What do we see and feel? And all we 
say are things like ‘fantastic,’ or Boy, I never have seen 
anything like this before.’” 
“ Weightless is a wonderful state,” he said. “ No. It’s 
not like swimming. You want to go somewhere and you just 
sort of go in the direction you want with no effort. 
Weightlessness makes the heart lazy, and that is because 
without gravitational pull, the heart doesn’t have to beat as 
fast to keep the blood moving. 
“ On blastoff, your head fills up with fluid, but that is 
because your heart is beating as it should at earth normal, 
and when the body reaches the weightless area, it takes a 
little while for the heart to backoff and not pump the blood 
so fast. It is sort of like hanging upside down and the blood 
is rushing to your head when you reach beyond the 
gravitional pull.” 
Of the linkup in space with the Russians, scheduled for 
1975, Roosa said, “ It will be nice, and a good thing for the 
world. When you’re out there as far away as the moon you 
can hold your hand up and blot out the earth inside your 
palm, you begin to think— There is my planet. It is a 
beautiful blue and green planet with white, that is, the cloud 
layers. Space is so black, pitch black.’ But when you hide 
the world in your hand you forget race, politics, 
differences. 
“ Our guys will speak in English to the Russians. And the 


Russians will speak to our astronauts in Russian. The crews 


will know what is being said. They will look over each 


other’s ships in space, shake hands, and say for the TV 


cameras to the folks back home, ‘Hey look, here we are,’ 
then they will go back to their own ships.” 
Roosa, who pokes fun at those 12 “ cats who have an 


exclusive club because they walked on the moon,” says he 
belongs to an even more exclusive club— that of the CMP s 
— command module pilots who have soloed around the 
moon. There are but six of them.

The usually lush Hawaiian 
islands of Maui and Hawaii 
have been in the grip of 
severe drought for months

spells. 
Meteorologists believe the 
drought is part of a weather 
cycle affecting the entire 
Pacific Basin, but they don't 
know why. 
“ It’s baffling,” said Dr. 
Colin Ramage, chairman of 
the University of Hawaii's 
meteorology department. 
“ Over the past 18 months, 
the whole of the Pacific 
Basin has been undergoing a 
phe nomenal 
weather 
cycle,” he said 
The New Zealand native 
who has received a $40,000 
research grant from the 
National 
Science 
Foundation to study the phe­ 
nomenon 
noted 
that 
in 
January, 1972, the surface 
temperatures 
started 
rising. 
“ We have no idea why, 
but we do know that the 
temperatures, measured at 
island and coastal stations 
and from ships, started to 
go up,” Ramage said. 
“ The 
surface 
temperatures continued to 
rise throughout the year,” 
he said, “ reaching a peak in 
December. Then suddenly 
and just as unexplicably the 


temperatures began falling 
early this year until they 
were far below normal. 
“ We do know that when 
such a cycle occurs, there 
seems to be a distinct 
connection between the sea 
surface 
and 
weather,"

Meteorologists believe the 
rainfall 
throughout

Pacific Basin is somehow

Ramage noted that last year 
was marked by abnormal 
rains, 
including 
three 


cyclones 
hitting 
the 
Hawaiian islands in August. 
1972 
“ Christmas Island, the 
Line Islands and Canton 
Island

rainfalls,” he said, “ and 
then, 
like 
Hawaii,

perienced record droughts " 
Ramage said “ there is 
some evidence that these 


cycles in the Pacific occur 
roughly at 15 to 17 year 
intervals, but the latest one 
has been extremely intense, 
making it very interesting ” 
Ramage believes the key 
to the cycle lies in the 
eastern Pacific, which he 
described as “ one of the 
least known regions of the 
world meteorologically.” 


He said that if the current 
cycle follows the pattern, 
the drought areas should get 
some very heavy ram this 
winter. 
“ We know the pattern of 
the cycle,” he said, “ and 
we're using every means 
available to us to find out 
what 
starts 
I t . ”

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U-2 spy plane at it again 
Woman's dress did it for this actor 
only to better nature 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. (U PI) -The 
U-2 “ spy plane” is still at it. But now the 
object of its curiosity is Mother Nature. 


Thirteen years alter Francis Gary 
Powers was shot down over Russia in a U- 
2, the high altitude aircraft wings its way 
across the United States with five cameras 
in its belly. 


The pictures taken from the U-2, usually 
flying at 65,000 feet, are helpful in 
combating air and water pollution, fires, 
floods, forest or crop insect infestations 
and soil erosion. 


“ The two U-2s stationed here have flown 
450 missions and gathered 150,000 photos 
since the program started in late 1971,“ 
said Stan Miller, information officer at the 
National 
Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration’s Ames Research Center. 


One of the planes was undergoing one of 
its frequent overhauls and the other had 
just taken off, lost to the eye in 12 seconds. 
The airborne craft was headed for the 
East Coast and later was scheduled to take 
pictures of fields in Kansas to check on rust 
wheat. 
“ We also play a role in Skylab,” said 
Miller. 
The “ underflights' by the U-2 “ obtain 
ground truth and verification" of the 
Skylab work, he said 
The U-2 recently dropped a small amount 
of fuel while the Skylab astronauts took 
pictures as part of an air pollution study 
“ Height is what makes this bird unique,” 
says Tom Pochari, deputy director of the 
U2 project at Ames. “ She provides a stable 
picture platform with a wide perspective.” 
TTie pictures are reproduced with such 
clarity that objects 2 to 8 feet long can be 
seen. 
“ We hope to get a camera soon that 
allows us to see things one foot long,” 
Pochari said 


Pochari displayed photos taken by the U- 
2 that showed the effects of strip mining in 
the East. Others used were in forest 
firefighting in the West and flood work in 
the South 


“ We’ve taken pictures that were used in 
the mapping of the entire state of Arizona 


in connection with land use, among other 
things,” he said. 
Four of the cameras are constructed to 
cover 242 square miles in one frame and 
the fifth is a mapping camera that covers 
an area of about 341 miles per image. 


It takes a keen, experienced eye to 
interpret some of the pictures. 
Bob Ekstrand, a photo analyst at Ames, 
peered at a picture that looked, to the 
layman, like a psychiatrist's ink blot test. 


"It’s one of the Florida coastline,” 
Ekstrand said of the photo with its reds and 
blacks running together. 
A good deal of experience and nerve is 
also required to fly the U-2 at more than 
400 miles per hour. 


Ivor Webster, 48, a former Royal Air 
Force pilot, is one of five men who fly the 
sleek, white craft. 


“ Even though it was designed years ago, 
the U-2 is still the best plane for this job,” 
he said. “ The newer planes the Air Force 
has couldn't do the job because of their 
large turning radius ” 
“ Landings can be complicated and you 
have to constantly be on the alert to keep 
the fuel balanced,” Webster said “ We use 
a transfer pump to get fuel from one side to 
the other but have no instruments to 
indicate the balance.” 
The job is done “ strictly by feel,” he 
said 
It appears that there will be a lot more 
flying for both Webster and the U-2s 
The state of California and NASA 
recently entered into an agreement to 
develop disaster assessment systems that 
could eventually be used by any regional or 
federal agency. 


Ames director Dr. Hans Mark said 
disasters in California will provide actual 
cases for evaluating the usefulness of the 
system. 


The U-2 will be the primary tool in the 
project. It’s already had a good deal of 
work involving California disasters. 
The planes were used on an emergency 
basis to gather information in the 1972 Big 
Sur forest fire, the floods at Isleton last 
year and the explosion of an ammunition 
train this year at Roseville 
Small Nevada town displays 
plenty of community spirit 


GABBS, Nev. (U PI) —There aren’t any 
big gambling clubs, plush hotels or other 
“ tourist traps” in this small central 
Nevada community. 
X-rated movies are out and the city is 
virtually crime free. Gabbs, in fact, just 
doesn’t measure up to the image of most 
Nevada cities with their fast action and 
flashy veneer. 
What really makes this city of less than 
1,000 residents stand apart is its spirit. It 
puts aside personal differences to work 
together. 


Examples are plentiful. Parents became 
concerned several years ago when players 
from the high school football team, called 
the “ Tarantulas” , kept coming home from 
practice and games with cuts, scratches 
and bruises —acquired from the rough dirt 
field. One weekend citizens got together, 
donated their time, leveled and planted 
grass for a new field 
They didn’t ask for any federal or state 
money —they just went ahead without 
fanfare with the project. 
Ditto, the baseball diamond and the dirt 
nine hole golf course, affectionately called 
“ Sandy Bottom.” 
The city’s best effort, however, is its 
annual picnic in September which offers 
free food, beer, soft drinks, contests in 
mining skills and entertainment. 
It’s a community get-together and serves 
as a “ homecoming” for those who have 
left. This year 3,000 showed up. There were 
only a handful of out-of-state tourists 
—which is just the way many Gabbs 
residents like it. And it was held the same 
weekend as the Nevada State Fair in Reno 
and the annual camel races in Virginia 
City. 
“ There is no big hustle here,” says Tom 
Jones, owner of the Keystone Club, the 
largest in the town with one 21 game and 
four slot machines. 
For months, nearly every citizen serves 
on a committee planning the event, which 
this year cost $10,000 
“ Without everybody in on the planning 
this would not be the success it is,” says 
Mayor Reno Ratti, a 22-year resident. 
It’s a city that is close knit, says the 
mayor. “ If a person breaks a leg or is down 
on his luck, then the rest chip in out of their 
own pocket,” says Ratti, who works for 
Basic Ref ractories, a mining plant which is 
the only reason for the city’s existence.

Despite the enthusiasm, the company 
here finds it hard to recruit and maintain a 
stable 
work force. 
And high school 
graduates mostly move on to “ greener 
pastures.” For instance, only two of the 18 
graduates of the class of 1969 remained. 
One of the two is Dale Burleson who has 
tasted “ big city” life and found out he’s 
really a small town boy. “ A lot of people 
say there is nothing to do here. You have to 
make something to do.’” He spends his 
spare time hunting, fishing and exploring 
old mines and covering the wide open 
desert with a four-wheel drive. 
Tina Timbrell, an attractive 21-year-old, 
moved here a year and a half ago from 
Lakeview, Ore., and she loves it. She is 
single and says, “ When we want a night 
out, we go to Hawthorne 50 miles away. In 
addition we have several activities such as 
women’s softball that we enjoy.” 
Outsiders, after attending the annual 
picnic, use the standard New York City 
quip, “ It’s a great place to visit but 1 
wouldn’t want to live there.” 
Residents don’t agree. They know they 
lack many things. But they feel their easy 
lifestyle and community spirit more than 
make up for some of the outside glamour 
and glitter. 


Memphis man's art 
is puppet wizardry 


MEMPHIS, Tenn (U PI) - A wizard lives here in a 
small, stucco house cluttered with dangling puppet heads 
and cobwebbed figurines. 
An alchemist - artist - actor-magician, Jim Crosthwait 
spins fantasy almost as fast as his house spiders spin webs 
while his brown pet goat, Ramona, trims the foliage. 


“ I guess I love puppets because, unlike people, puppets 
are what they appear to be,” he says. “ A dragon has to be a 
dragon all the time—whether he’s ferocious or chicken. He 
can never be Snow White. But people can look like Snow 
White and be a dragon.” 


Crosthwait has performed with his puppets at art 
academies, universities, elementary schools and art 
festivals in 14 states in the Southwest and Midwest. He 
plans to join a theatrical group in Chicago for six weeks this 
fall, but will return to Memphis between engagements. 
Straggly haired and scrawny, Crosthwait lives and works 
with the clutter of his craft. Books, including “ Horror 
Library of the 1950s,” “ Fairy Tales of the World,” studies 
by Oriental mystics and the Bible, lie strewn throughout the 
house. 
“ I want to keep a little magic in a world which is rapidly 
being stripped of magic,” he says, fumbling with 
marionette strings and describing plans for a 14-foot, 
helium-filled fat lady puppet intended to walk and talk and 
magically consume children. 
With sleight of hand and mind, Crosthwait concocts fairy 
tales with tangible characters to match. His elements 
include putty and wood, electrical wires and light bulbs, 
plastics, woods, cloth and sometimes chemical gases. 
“ Puppetry is kinetic (energized or moving) sculpture, 
only I ’m the machine,” he says, swinging his arms in 
wooden soldier fashion. 


“ For children, I take my art and make it entertainment. 
For adults, I use entertainment and make it into art. My 
art.” 


Plans for the big fat lady are still developing but dabbling 
with the sciences should bring results, smiles the wizard. 
“ The fat lady figure sounds a little crazy, but I think with 
some helium and rubber and a little experimentation with a 
seven-foot model I can do it.”

Brake on violence 


That violence is an ever increasing 
component of the C alifornia social scene is 
evidenced by the fact that between 1960 
and 1970 the rate of felonies per 100,000 
people increased 106 per cent. 
Speaking before the Commonwealth 
Club of California in San Francisco, Dr. J. 
M. Stubblebine, California Director of 
Health, gave as some of the “ extraneous 
reasons" for this dismaying statistic: the 
weakening 
of 
the 
family 
structure, 
insecurity in changing times, lack of 
confidence in government and social 
institutions, weakening of respect for 
religious and moral values, increasing 
social conflict between the old and young, 
the rich and the poor, the black, brown, 
yellow and the white. 
Dr. Stubblebine made it clear, however, 
that these were suppositions, with no 
objective evidence that they do or do not 
cause 
violence. 
They 
certainly 
are 
associated with it, however. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


in the final analysis," he pointed out, 
“ violence is an act of one man, or an 
individual 
against another, 
in 
direct 
conflict with all acceptable rules of society 
and moral order." 


What 
then 
to 
do 
about 
it? 
Dr. 
Stubblebine agiees that not all areas for 
action in this undertaking are clear to us 
now, but one absolutely essential starting 
point is: “ We must work together — all 
disciplines, all branches of government, as 
well as the concerned public — to develop 
legislation that will give us a single, 
coordinated, integrated delivery system 
for handling violence and the violent 
offender " 


As a guide for such coordinated action, 
Dr. Stubblebine points out that our journey 
to the stars began “ at the drawing boards, 
and in the long and laborious interaction 
and coordination of many disciplines in 
many conference rooms. So too it must be 
with the problem of violence."

Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Parks boom ahead? 


UNITED NATIONS - Whether 
debut or baptism by fire, the new 
secretary 
of 
state, 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger, has come through with 
eloquence and distinction Making 
the abrupt transition from behind- 
the-scenes man to secretary, he 
chose to plunge into this troubled 
sea of diplomacy, and that was 
probably wise since it gives him 
concentrated exposure to the kind of 
life he will lead from here on out. 
Going from round to round of 
foreign ministers and ambassadors 
he will get his initial lesson m 
patience and the art of listening 
There is hardly a single nation that 
has not charged its foreign minister 
to get together for a private session 
with 
Kissinger at the earliest 
opportunity. Of necessity, with 135 
members of the United Nations and 
others waiting on the doorstep, he is 
having to take them in relays. 
His initial address 
was notable for the 
way in which he 
sought to allay the 
charge that he has 
been a big-power 
diplomatist bent on 
dividing the world 
into 
spheres 
of 
influence presided 
over by the rich 
haves against the 
poor have-nots. 
The United States, he said, has 
made its choice, going beyond 
bilatenal diplomacy and pragmatic 
agreements 
to 
support 
an 
institutionalized 
peace 
encompassing, as he interjected, all 
nations, large and small. 
His principal new initiative was 
to urge that the Assembly consider 
how the Security Council can play a 
more positive role in the conduct of 
peace-keeping operations. The new 
secretary called for agreement on 
peace-keeping guidelines so that 
instead of improvising each time a 
crisis arises the council can act 
swiftly and effectively to head off 
future crises. 
This accords with the position 
taken in recent years by the Soviet 
Union. His reference to the Soviets 
were marked by the same realism 
that characterized his statements 
before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee during his confirmation 
hearings. It is the realism of one 
who 
has 
mastered 
the 
deep 
underlying currents of conflict and 
conciliation in world affairs. 
The restrained optimism of the 
secretary’s 
address 
served 
to 
underscore the magnitude of the 


tasks he faces, and this is true with 
special force of the Soviet Union and 
his pledge to pursue vigorously the 
“ building of constructive relations’ 
with the Soviets. 
The issue of most-favored nation 
for trade with the Soviets, on which 
they put top priority, is deeply 
mired in domestic politics. How this 
key to the continuing relationship 
with the other superpower can be 
severed from the swirling emotions 
aroused by the repressions and 
brutalities of the Soviet system is 
far from clear. 
It was not only a unique figure, the 
first foreign-born secretary of state 
in America’s history, but a lonely 
figure 
who 
stood 
before 
the 
assembled 
delegates 
of 
an 
organization tom by fierce conflicts. 
In a sense Kissinger is on his own, 
relying of necessity on his efforts to 
shape foreign policy and bring the 
sprawling apparatus of the State 
Department into full play. 
With the Nixon administration in 
tragic 
disarray 
— 
both 
the 
President and the vice-president 
under accusation in connection with 
criminal charges — the secretary of 
state can expect little help from his 
superiors. But he has never been one 
to reckon up the adverse odds. 
Asked during the confirmation 
hearings whether being of Jewish 


origin might be a handicap in the 
conduct of foreign policy, he replied 
eloquently that his early experience 
of Nazi persecution had given him 
an understanding of what freedom 
and independence really meant. He 
indicated in his U N. speech that the 
United 
States 
was 
ready 
to 
undertake a new initiative in the 
troubled Middle East urging the 
principals to come together in a 
spint of accommodation. 
He knows how difficult — perhaps 
impossible — this will be. If he can 
pull it off, that one act will be 
enough to stamp his secretaryship 
with success. 
As his Chinese friends have told 
him during his visits to Peking, the 
past is the past. That past — the 
secret Cambodian bombing, the 
bugging, 
the intricacies of his 
survival 
in 
the 
byzantine 
atmosphere of the White House — 
must be put aside. In the spirit of the 
Nixon-Kissinger initiative that put 
aside 22 years of isolation from 
mainland China, this is a new 
beginning. 
The secretary should be able to 
write on a clean slate. The hope is 
that he will write in bold letters a 
unifying policy.

brought immediate protests from 
many people of Florida who pointed 
out that Cape Canaveral was one of 
the oldest names in the United 
States, having appeared on maps for 
over 400 years. 
In the years following, many 
legislative bills were introduced in 
Congress to restore the name. Last 
spring, 
the 
Florida 
legislature 
passed a bill to that effect and it was 
signed by Reubin Askew. 
It is because the official federal 
name for the cape now disagrees 
with the official state name, and 
also in response to requests from 
several 
members 
of 
Florida’s 
congressional delegation, that the 
board will meet to reconsider its 
1963 decision.

Santa Barbara County will also 
receive a share, a much larger one, 
for purchase and-or development of 
county park and beach areas and it 
looks like local city agencies will be 
accorded an input as to where 
county monies should be spent in 
their local areas. 
Ocean Park and Kenneth L. Adam 
County Park glaringly recommend 
themselves for improvement, some

Tabbed the Z’berg-Collier Park 
Bond Act of 1974, the measure was 
prompted by the state’s cresting 
land values and by the legislature’s 
consensus that, with more and more 
Californians coming, there’s not 
enough public outdoor park and 
recreation space to go around, or 
soon won’t be.

distributed $150 million on a state

1974 
measure, if passed, would extend its 
grants down to the city level and 
probably first to priority projects 
which are all ready to go except for 


If the decision should be approved, 
it should in no way be considered a 
reflection on the late president. The 
actual space facility on the cape, 
whose name is not under the board’s 
control and is not being considered 
for a change, will continue to bear 
his name. In other words, it will be 
the Kennedy Space Center at Cape 
Canaveral rather than the Kennedy 
Space Center at Cape Kennedy.
